Leona Valley Continues 
Waiter Rate Fight 


Residents of Leona Valley and Lake Hughes won't know 
until at least December just how much their water rates will 
increase in 2011, according to Chuck Fluharty, co-chairman of 
the committee that was formed to fight the proposed 138% 
increase. “It could be as long as 18 months," said Fluharty at 
the May meeting of the Leona Valley Town Council. 

With the assistance of California Rate Payers Association, 
five members of the Leona Valley committee traveled to San 
Francisco to participate in a settlement conference with 
California Water Service in April to see if the two sides could 
come to an agreement on some of the issues, Fluharty told 
attendees of the town council meeting. "At the settlement 
conference we talked about 50 capital improvements,” said 
Fluharty. The improvements are those which the committee 
thinks are either unnecessary or overpriced. 

The five committee members made a second trip to San 
Francisco to attend an evidentiary hearing. "We made a good 
Showing. We are well respected by the Rate Payers 
Association,” said Fluharty. "We were given half a day to

Two men were arrested in 
connection with a pot planta- 
tion in Lake Hughes, accord- 
ing to Resident Deputy Bob 
Schneider. 

"| got a call from a main- 
tenance worker from The 
Painted Turtle saying he had 
found an irrigation line 
hooked up to the water tower 
behind the property,” said 
Schneider. "A narcotics team 
went to the scene and the 
lines were ripped out, but at 
that point there were no ¥ 
plants yet,” he said. 

Deputy Schneider said 
that the next day he hap- 
pened to see a Hummer driv- 
ing around Lake Hughes with 
a missing tail light. When he 
questioned the driver,he dis- 
covered that the man was 

unlicensed and didn't own 

the vehicle. The owner of the 
vehicle, also unlicensed, was_ 
asleep in the backseat. 

“We found irrigation 
equipment in the car along 
with 750,000 seeds, lots of 
fertilizer, a loaded shotgun 
and rifle slugs. | knew it was 
them,” said the deputy. f

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Real Estate Market: Boom or Bust? 
Is the Market Really Out of the Woods Yet?

Speculation abounds a, 
he prices inch slowly upwa 
pid a long drought of dectin 
ing sales and prices witten 
the housing market over the 


past the years 

Some say the banks are 
becoming top-heavy with 
overstuffed inventories of 
foreclosed homes they are 
hoarding, while only releas- 
ing a trickle to the public at a 
time for the purpose of max- 
dollar per home on the resale 
side. This is a form of a bub 
ble in itself, threatening to 
burst with the forced release 
of many homes at a time, 
which would cause the prices 
to become soft again 

ts anyone really forcing 
the banks to release more 
than they are hoarding, and 
is there any regulatory body 
dictating how they should be 
managing all these forecio 
sures they are collecting? 

Apparently, they are their 

own captain on that ship 
Additionally, if they show a 
huge inventory of unsold 
homes on their financial 
books, they are more likely to 
quality for government assis- 
tance money to “keep them 
afloat” 

Unfortunately, there 
appears to be no “bottom of 
the barrel with regards to 
foreclosures, as more people 
opt to “walk” or short sale 
their homes after seeing the 
guy down the street do the 

same 
This may be a release of 
a long-term bad investment 
as the return of the original 
purchase value of pre-2005 
will probably just not happen 
again in this decade, if at all 

This means many more 

homes will be recycled into 
the short sale or foreclosure 
market over the next few 
years 

Prices Are Inching Up 

in March of 2008 there 

were 282 homes soid in the 
High Desert region compared 
lo a marked increase of 614 
homes sold this past March 
The average selling price is 


up approximately 12% over 
last year at this time. Other 
areas across the United 
States are still dechning. 
nowever 
The Antelope Valley is 
attracting a huge crowd of 
investors who are picking up 
these properties at “rentable” 
pnces with a sensible profit 
margin in mind. Mom and 
Pop investors are getting in 
on the action, as well, with 
future income properties for 
retirement. The Antelope 
Valley still has the overall 
best prices for what you can 
buy in the state of California 
Nevada also boasts some 
great deals, as many internet 
shoppers are aware of 
Maintaining the Upward 
Pace In 2010 
The end of the home- 
buyer incentive tax credit pro 
grams may result in a slow- 
down of sales later in the 
year, as this was a major 
motivator for first-time buyers 
with the $8,000 tax credit and 
the repeat home buyer with a 
$6,500 tax credit 
New programs are being 
discussed which, if passed, 
would continue to assist the 
comeback of the housing 
market 
Indeed, these programs 
have significantly assisted in 
fitting the entire housing mar- 
ket, and if our government 
were smart. they would con- 
tinue with similar programs to 
keep this going 
On the flip-side, many are 
tired of competing with multi- 
ple offers on each home and 
are actually hoping the end of 
the incentive programs will 
result in less Competition at 
the bidding table 
In my opinion, there will 
still be plenty of buyers in the 
Antelope Valley even without 
the incentives. It will probably 
just result in a better chance 
of getting an offer accepted 
However, my crystal ball has 
been out of service and on 
Strike for quite a while, so 
this all remains to be seen

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No Decision Yet on 
Power Lines in Green 
Valley

No decision has been 
made yet on whether the 
Barren Ridge transmission 
line proyect will cut through 
Green Valley, according to 
representatives of DWP. BLM 
and the US DA. Forest 
Service, who attended the 
April meeting of Green Valley 
Town Council 
A presentation by GVTC 
President Dale Kimmel 
showed several alternative 
routes that Green Valley resi- 
dents would like the DWP to 
consider. Rather than just 
telling them “The folks in 
Green Valley don't want the 
transmission lines to go 
through Green Valley - 
Period!” Kimmel displayed. a 
more detailed map, including 
Streets/city boundaries trom 
the wind farms at Tehachapi 


He showed exactly where 
the three routes under con- 
sideration would go, and then 
showed possibie alternate 
suggestions first incorporat- 
ing Route 1, the one going 
by the aqueduct and along 
Hwy.138. This route would 
not require as much major 
new road construction, 
because Hwy.138 as well as 
the Old Ridge Route could 
possibly be utilized for instal- 
lation and servicing the tow- 
ere ; 

Dale also suggested the 
use of an existing 11-mile 
tunnel between Fairmont 

Reservoir and South Portal 
as a possibile path for trans- 


mission lines along proposed 


Route 2. This would effec- 
tively bypass the Green 
Valley properties ‘ranches on 
the north side of San 
Franeisquito, and has ampie 
room for many future lines as 
well, Presently water is pass- 
ing through this tunnel, but 
he suggested that i could be 
feasible to incorporate both 
power lines along the roof

Dale also mentioned that fed 
eral stimulus money might 
pay for most of the costs if

Chuck Holloway, one of 
the OWP representatives at 
this meeting, thanked Dale for 
the obvious hard work and 
thought that had gone into his 
Presentation, reiterating that 
SO Many people with whom 
he has had to deal lately sim- 
ply say “Not in my backyard,” 
but have no alternative solu- 
tions to a problem which must 
be solved, one way or anoth- 
er. He also stated that the 
idea of the Elizabeth Lake 
Tunnel was new to him, and 
he would study this alterna- 
tive in the next few weeks 

Mr. Holloway then spoke 

about all the concerns of all 
the sides in this situation: res- 
idents affected are concerned 
about protecting their own 
homes/health, the state has 
mandated that a certain per- 
centage of energy must be 
produced without the use of 
fossil fuels, and the transport 
of that energy therefore must 
somehow be accomplished 

“No matter which route is 
chosen, somebody will be 
unhappy about it,” said 
Holloway. One thing that has 
been told to him is that the 
number of individual homes 
to be affected within each 
proposed route is to be count- 

ed. This is not the only thing 
to be taken into consideration 
of course, but is just one 
additional facet of this prob 
lem 
Several Green Valley res 
dents/business owners spoke 
Dawn Ajax noted that “lair 
market value” in case o! 
seizure by eminent domain at 
this time would nol be good 
tor affected homeowners 
because of property vaiues 
now being “upsice down” due 
to the current economic situa 

Warren Bemiller stated 
that besides the obvious 

health problems and the low 
ering of property values that 





these high-tension wires 
would produce, the views for 
which so many residents of 
these towns initially pur 
chased their homes would be 
permanently destroyed

play at Warren's Heart N 
Soul Cofteehouse depict 
what these ugly transmission 
lines look like crossing 
Elizabeth Lake Road just 
above the “Lazy T* horse 
facility near Palmdale. Seven 
such sets of lines cross the 
road at this point, each with 
Gitferent styles of transmis. 
Sion towers, No one wants to 
have that as their daily view 
Out their living room win- 
dows.) 

Alesia Robertson added 
that none of the homes here 
in Green Valley are “cookie 
Cutter” tract homes Each 
home Is a unique, custom- 
designed residence, and this 
has produced a very rare 
community; its integrity 
should not be compromised 
by such massive, ugly trans- 
mission towers cutting across 
it. 

Questions were also 


raised conceming the ulti 
mate cumutative impact of 


increasing power line 
encroachment in the future 
Concerns mentioned were 
“What would be the com- 
bined impact of So. Cal 
Edison's lines along with 
DWP's lines?" "What effect 
will these lines have in case 
of a major earthquake, 
downed lines from winds, or 
wildfires, either from those 
downed lines or from any 
other cause?” "How will the 
presence of these towers and 
their lines affect firefighting, 
either from the ground or the 
air?” 

Chuck Holloway empha- 
sized that all persons 
involved are doing what they 
can to find the best solutior 
tor all invoived, but reminded 
all that there will always be 
someone who Is unhappy 
with whatever is decided 
"Every element is a trade 
off." said Holloway The cha

Two major bills have been 
Proposed that will affect 
many Lakes and Valleys resi- 
dents and their use of water 
The first issue has to do 
with hauled water, wells, and 
AB 2507. As it currently 
stands, any new construc- 
tion, additions over 50%, or 
failures of existing well sys- 
tems will cost between 
$30,000 and $50,000 to 
make the new systems com- 
pliant with code 

The new systems will 
require an onsite disinfection 
system, plus new holding 
tanks will need to be a mini- 
mum 7500 gallons with 1/4” 
thick walls (not 12 gauge)

(with attached annual fees) 
from all owners.

$50,000 to make the new 
systems compliant with code. 
This ordinance will have simi- 
lar compliance and record 
keeping requiromonts as

In additon, if a parcel uses 
a domestic well, a second 
“monitoring” well 100 feet 
down gradient from the septic 

system must now be installed 
with sampling (and its associ- 
ated record keeping and 
fees) required every five 
years. 

There are pages and 
pages of requirements with a 
lot of concerns associated 
with each one. One of the 
biggest concerns, however, is 
that the combined new sys- 
tems will add between 
$60,000 and $100,000 to any 
new construction or upgrad- 
ed system. In today's econo- 
my it could prevent new con- 
struction or bankrupt a home- 
owner who couldn't afford the 
new code compliant 
upgrades. 

At the April 29 meeting of 
the Association of Rural Town 
Councils, it was suggested 

that it would be wise for cur- 
rent homeowners to obtain 
extra Coverage on their 
homeowners insurance 
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should any failure, fire or 
earthquake cause damage to 
their system to the point that 
they would be forced to do 
new “up to code" repairs. 

Luckily, Antonovich appar-

crops, including corn. He also has a 





roadside stand 
Some of Joe's farming is done 
organically and some is done chemical- 
ly. My suggestion is that anyone who 
wants to purchase from Joe ask him 
how and what he used to grow whatev- 
er is being purchased. His organic 
leanings seem to be developing due to 
buyer pressure 
He says he is growing many things 
that are not easy to grow here, such as 
heritage tomatoes, so visiting his farm 
when it is in full swing should be inter- 
esting 
Joe sells rows of corn before they 
are even planted, for twenty bucks; you 
pick when ripe. The rows are more than 
100 feet long, so that is a lot of com, 
over a period of time, as Joe does suc- 
cessive plantings in all the rows. A 
number of our members bought a row, 
including Robin and me. 

Joe spent most of his adult life as a 
building contractor who also did some 
gardening over the years. After retiring 
he went full time into farming. Joe can

Raised Bed Gardening 
One of the best ways to grow food is 

with raised beds. A raised bed is bast- 
cally an elevated area that nses above 
the surrounding ground level. The best 
of raised beds ts one that 1s surround- 
ed, and supported, by a frame that 
goes part way into the ground, as high 
as is needed, surrounding and contain- 
ing the soil to be used for growing. 

The most common material used for 
frames is wood. The best wood is red- 
food, it’s not cheap but it resists rot the 
best. If rot resisting treated wood is

ore or less. It depends on the size of 
the people using the bed. Taller people 


This ts one of the few times you will 
hear, or see, me say this: turn the soil 
with a rototiller, tractor, horse-drawn 
plow or turn it over by hand 
Add about a four-to-six-inch layer of 
animal manure, such as horse or steer. 
This could also be a good time to 
add other things like wood ash and soil 
sulfur. Thoroughly mix it all together 

The extra two feet turned all around 
the bed will be piled up on the bed 
Once the penmeter is established dig 
down a minimum of two feet. Wood 
needs to go down to about one foot 
and some gopher netting should be 
laid in below the wood for a minimum 
of another foot. Placing the wood a 
foot down helps to keep out marauding 
weed roots, like crab grass. 

Build the containing wall to whatev- 
er height desired, throw in the extra 
mixed soil and add any more soil, com- 
post, etc. Bring the surrounding soil up 
to level or leave it lower 

Raised beds can be done without 
any containing walls and they work 
very well and are quicker and easier to 
make. Instead of being vertical, the 
sides and ends of the beds will slope 
\f there are beds next to each other, a 
flat path of about two feet will remain 
Build them basically the same as con- 
tainer raised beds.

Szrokes are the leading cause of 

disability in the U.S... and the third 
leading cause of death. Almost 
800,000 people in the U.S. have a 
stroke each year. Although strokes are 
usually perceived as a condition that 
afflicts older Americans, they occur in 
people of all ages. 

About 25% of strokes occur in peo- 
ple under the age of 65, and 10-15% 
occur in those under age 45. 

Last week, at the age of 41, Beau 
Biden, Delaware Attomey General and 
son of U.S. Vice President Joe Biden, 
Suffered what is being called a mild 
Stroke. Joe Biden himself suffered 
trom a hemorrhagic stroke due to a 
Tuptured brain aneurysm in 1985 at the 
age of 45 

Bret Michaels of the band Poison 
and a contestant on The Celebrity 
Apprentice, recently suffered a sub- 
arachnoid hemorrhage (a type of hem- 
orrhagic stroke) at age 47. He was 

released last week to a rehabilitation 
tacillity. 

Simply eating a vegetarian or 
vegan diet does not preciude you from 
heading down a path to suffering a 
Stroke yourself. Many vegans falsely 
believe that their low cholesterol levels 
and cecreased atherosclerosis nsk 
make them exempt from all types of 
Cardiovascular disease. This is not 
always the case — they may even be 
at higher risk! 

Everyone needs to know how to 
Protect themseives. It is important to 
first understand what a stroke is and 
why it occurs. 

What is a hemorrhagic stroke? 
There are two types of strokes: 
ischemic and hemorrhagic. Ischemic

High blood pressure js the most 
important risk factor for hemorrhagic 
Stroke, and Amencans have a 90% lite- 
time probability of having high blood 
pressure, The most effective way to 
keep blood pressure in a favorable 
range ts to avoid excess salt 

High-salt consumption may be 
Potentially more dangerous for vegans, 
vegetanans, and others who have 
eamed low cholesterol levels by eating 
otherwise healthful diets. 

Unlike heart disease, cholesterol is 
Not an important risk factor tor hemor- 
thagic stroke. In fact, low cholesterol 
levels are associated with increased 
risk of hemorrhagic stroke. A number of 
Studies both in Japan and in the West 
have illustrated that fewer animal prod- 

ucts and a low serum cholesterol were 
associated with increased risk of hem- 
orrhagic stroke. 


In tact, the plaque-building process 
that results In atherosclerosis and pre- 
mature death may in some way actual 
ly protect the fragile blood vessels in 
the brain from rupture due to high 
blood pressure. Although vegans may 
be able to live longer than the general 
population and not die from a heart 
attack first, a high-salt diet may dramat- 
ically increase the risk of hemorrhagic 
stroke. Of course, excess sodium 
increases both heart attack and stroke 
death in all diet styles, but in vegans, a 
high-salt diet can be even more dan- 
gerous 

To protect against heart attacks, 
ischemic strokes, and hemorrhagic 
Strokes, you must dramatically curtail 
salt consumption 

Excess salt is more dangerous than 
most people realize. tn addition to high 
blood pressure and stroke, sall con- 
tnbutes to kidney disease, heart dis- 
ease, osteoporosis, ulcers, and stom- 
ach cancer. Avoiding salt is an essen- 
tial component of a health-promoting, 
disease-preventing diet
